Postmaster Charles E. Louk announced today he has 
been advised by Postmaster Gen. Arthur E. Summerfleld’s 
office in Washington, D.C., that the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment is now asking for bids to build and lease to the de¬ 
partment Sierra Madre’s now post office building to be 
constructed on the west side of S. Baldwin, 325 feet south 
of Sierra Madre Blvd. Total overall cost is put at $125,000. 

Closing date for the bids is 5 p.m., Nov. 29. Completion 
of the building, with opening of bids scheduled for Dec. 29, 
with awarding of the contract about a week later, is ex¬ 
pected in time for dedication ceremonies late next April 
or early May. 

'“THE PROPOSED new building,” said Postmaster Louk, 
will replace the existing facilities at 303 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd.” The Sierra Madre office has outgrown its facilites 
there. Its contract for that bulding expires next spring. 

Specifications call for a structure of thermal glass, 
redwood and colored block, containing approximately 6,607 
square feet, with a 1,272 square foot outside loading plat¬ 
form and 15,681 square feet of space for parking and truck 
maneuvering. 

The Post Office Department has obtained an option on 
the site. Option to purchase the property will be transferred 
to the successful bidder on the leased building. 

POSTMASTER LOUK .said that prospective bidders on 
the lease should contact Regional Real Estate Officer 
Richard J. Winter, Room 527, Federal Building, Los An¬ 
geles 53. 

The new post office will in many respects resemble 
Sierra Madre’s Public Library Building, one of the most 
attractive of its sort in this area. 

Postmaster Louk quoted Regional Postal Operations 
Director Verne Scoggins of San Francisco as saying that 
“significant progress now is evident in the postal modern¬ 
ization program begun by Postmaster Gen. Summerfield.” 

Under the Post Office Department’s commercial leasing 
program resources and investment funds of private enter¬ 
prise are utilized to obtain needed postal buildings. More 
than 4,600 new structures have been erected during the 
past five years. 

Moreover, due to Congressional approval of the Postal 
Modernization Program, construction during 1960 will be 
accelerated, with 1,602 new facilities scheduled for com¬ 
pletion and several hundred obsolete post offices modern¬ 
ized and expanded.

Rudd Brown 
Has Program 
To Stop Fires 

A crash action plan to 
forestall disastrous forest 
fires which plague the San 
Gabriel Mountains and An¬ 
geles National Forest is 
proposed by Rudd Brown, 
Democratic candidate for 
Congress in the 21st District, 
who opposes Rep. Edgar W. 
Hiestand, Republican candi¬ 
date for reelection. 

Keystone of the plan, put 
forward by Mrs. Brown at a 
luncheon meeting of the San 
Gabriel Hadassah, Tuesday, 
is establishment of a govern¬ 
ment-sponsored research 
and prevention program 
which she pledged to sup¬ 
port if elected to Congress. 

The meeting was at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. R. y. 
Furman, 721 S. Madre, Pasa¬ 
dena. 

MRS. BROWN, whose dis¬ 
trict covers the San Gabriel 
foothills from Monrovia 
through the San Fernando 
Valley and into Palmdale 
and Lancaster, disclosed she 
she had formulated her ac¬ 
tion proposal following a 
a detailed discussion of the 
forest fire problem with Wil¬ 
liam V. Mendenhall, super¬ 
visor of the Angeles National 
Forest from 1929 to 1957. 

The Brown - Mendenhall 
program calls for the imme¬ 
diate setup of a National 
Fire Research Council, with 
research centers located in 
Southern California and 
other dangerous fire areas. 
Its findings would provide 
the basis for Federal correc¬ 
tive legislation. 

“Only through .sound, co¬ 
ordinated research can the 
key to prevention of forest 
fire disasters be found,” said 
Mrs. Brown. 

THE 21st DISTRICT Con¬ 
gressional nominee declared 
that such a research plan, 
backed by stronger penalties 
for firebugs, is the only way 
to find the answers to the 
following questions which 
provide the key to positive 
fire prevention action: 

1— How easily do different 
types of fuels ignite under 
varying weather conditions? 

2— What are the fire-set¬ 
ting properties of such com¬ 
mon firebrands as .smolder¬ 
ing cigarets and diesel en¬ 
gine sparks?
